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There was a marked decrease in the number of 
children at the parent Hospital, 168 receiving treatment 
compared with 212 in 1934, the immediate cause being 
an exceptionally prolonged epidemic of Diphtheria which 
persisted for the greater part.of the year and greatly 
hampered the work of the Hospital in all departments. 
It became necessary to take special measures to combat 
the outbreak, including the immunisation of the patients 
and staff, and the discharge to their homes of many of 
the children not affected; and the normal number of 
patients resident was not again reached before the end 
of the year. 


This reduction in the number of children is reflected 
in the work of the Massage department, where treat- 
ments fell from 5,948 to 3,822—a decrease of over 35 per 
cent. 


Finance.—Expenditure. 


A deficit of £342 7s. 7d. was incurred in the year’s 
working of the Hospital as shewn by the Income and 
Expenditure Account. 


Expenditure during the year rose from £8,109 to 
£8,/25—an increase of £616, which can be apportioned 
mainly to four headings :—

In regard to (a) considerable improvement has been 
effected by the renovation or replacement of the furni- 
ture, fittings and equipment of the Hospital, including 
much new and additional furniture for the quarters of 
the Nursing Staff, whose comfort has been greatly im- 
proved by the provision of five new cubicles erected in 
the department formerly equipped as a Private Ward, 
the use of which has been regretfully discontinued 
during the year owing to the very limited demand for 
its services. The provision of three modern dinner 
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carriers specially insulated for heat-retaining purposes 
has added greatly to efficiency in service of meals for the 
children. 


The inerease of £127 in ()) WRe-decorations, €tc., 1s 
partly accounted for by expenditure in connection with 
important alterations to the Duchess of York Open-Air 
(Roof) Ward, where the previous inadequate Surgical 
Dressing Room and Bathroom have been re-modelled 
on modern lines, and enlarged by the incorporation of 
an adjoining room previously used as a ward kitchen, 
which in turn has been replaced by the provision of 
additional accommodation in a more convenient position, 
thus considerably facilitating the nursing and domestic 
atrangemenmtis of the Ward. “Ihe total-cost\ ot these 
alterations and improvements has exceeded £600, a pro- 
portion of which sum has been allocated to Capital Ex- 
penditure. 


In this connection your Committee particularly ap- 
preciate a gift of £10 which was raised by the efforts of 
the Nursing Staff and Patients of the Duchess of York 
Ward as their contribution towards the cost of these 
improvements. 


A considerable amount of interior re-decoration was 
also carried out, at very reasonable cost, in co-operation 
with the Winter Distress League, to whom acknowledg- 
ment is made for their valuable assistance. 


-It-mecessarily. tollows, that, the. rise: in: expenditure, 
coupled with the fall in the number of patients treated, 
combined to produce an unusually high average cost per 
week of £2 14s. 94d. compared with £2 4s. 1d. in 1934, 
and an individual cost per patient of £63 16s. 9d. against 
£49 13s. 2d.; it is, however, reasonable to assume that 
these increases will be temporary fluctuations only, and 
that a substantial reduction in average costs will be 
shewn in 1936. 


Durie “the year repayment was received’ of a 
Mortgage of £7,000 with the Flower Trustees. This 
sum was subsequently re-invested by the purchase of 
£6,523 14s. 2d. 34 per cent. War Stock. ~It should be 
noted in this connection that owing to the lower rate of 
interest now payable, the Hospital’s income from this 
source will be permanently reduced by £121 13s. 5d. per 
annum, 
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Income. 


Ordinary income fell from £9,294 in 1934 to £7,333 
last year, a decrease of £1,961. 


It will be readily appreciated that in a year when, 
owing to the smaller number of patients received for 
reasons stated above, receipts in one section alone (that 
oi. Payments. on account of. .sérvices ) rencered. 1a 
patients) were reduced by over £500, a fall in income of 
nearly £2,000 would normally be a matter for grave 
concern; in making comparison with 1934, however, it 
should be borne in mind that in that year a very hand- 
some, though unfortunately not recurring, donation of 
£1,900 was received as the result of the very successful 
Cheyne Ball, so kindly organised by Lady Cromer. 


The present financial position of the Hospital from 
the current maintenance viewpoint is, however, far 
from satisfactory, and at the time of writing this Re- 
port, not only does the deficit of £342 on last year’s 
working still remain an embarrassment, but this adverse 
balance has been increased, and a sum of at least £1,000 
is urgently required in order to enable the Hospital to 
meet its current expenditure, and to avoid increasing 
the overdraft at the Bank. 


In addition to the need of special donations for these 
commitments, a very earnest appeal is made for new 
Annual Subscriptions. Less than £500 a year is at 
present available from this source, and constant new 
Subscriptions are necessary in order to replace others 
which are for various reasons either permanently or 
temporarily discontinued.

Endowments.

6d. further on account ot 
the Fund (to be subscribed by instalments over a period 
of yéars) for the £1,000 Endowment’ot a Cot’ by’ the 
Rotary Club of Chelsea. This year’s gift was largely 
the result of a Summer Féte, opened by the Countess 
Cadogan, on June 20th, in the grounds of the Duke of 
York’s Headquarters, Chelsea. The event was unfortu- 
nately marred by very inclement weather, a most disap- 
pointing climax to many weeks of careful organisation 
and personal work freely given by the members of the 
Rotary Club, to whom your Committee again offer their 
grateful thanks and appreciation for their unfailing help 
and interest in the welfare of the Hospital.

Kheumatism Research Fund. 


Twelve months ago your Committee recorded the 
establishment of a Fund for the purposes of Research 
into the causes of Rheumatism in Childhood. 


A short account of the work carried out during the 
year, by .Dr...G. H,.Newns,as Research, Oticer, irom 
January to September, and later by Dr. Philip Evans, 
appears elsewhere in this Report. 


The funds at the disposal of the Committee for this 
purpose are, however, very limited, and a special appeal 
is made to all who are interested in the welfare of 
children and the science of preventive medicine to help 
forward this important work :— 


(a) by sending a donation, large or small, towards 
the consolidation of the Fund. 
(b) by promising a gift of money annually during 
the next two years for the same purpose. 
Donations to the Fund (specially indicated as such) 
should be sent to the Secretary at the Hospital, and will 
be gratefully acknowledged. 


Education. 


The education of the children in elementary subjects 
and in various forms of handcraft, under the auspices 
of the Board of Education, has .continued at both 
Hospitals during the year, thus enabling the children to 
keep in touch with their studies during their stay in 
Hospital. An official visit of inspection at Cheyne 
Hospital was made by H.M. Inspector (Dr. Bywaters), 
on May Ist. 


Miss N. Gelder completed her engagement as Head 
Teacher at Cheyne Hospital at the end of the year and 
has been succeeded by Miss Amy White.

General. 


The Commemoration of the Silver Jubilee in May 
last was observed at Cheyne Hospital by the decoration 
of the Wards and a special tea for the children, each of 
whom received a suitably inscribed Doulton Mug, pre- 
sented by the Committee, and a Commemorative Medal, 
kindly given by the Chelsea Borough Council, and dis- 
tributed personally to the patients by His Worship The 
Mayor (Lt.-Col 5. Boyle, SEC. Fb). 


Acknowledgment is also due to Messrs. Pathe 
Equipment, Ltd., for kindly arranging a special Jubilee 
Cinematograph Entertainment in the Wards, which 
proved a source of great delight and interest to the 
children. 


Activities in connection with the Boy Scout and 
Girl Guide moyements have. been. continued by the 
children during the year, and special thanks are due to 
Scoutmaster Cowley and to Lady Alethea Eliot, as Guide 
Captain, for their frequent visits to the Hospital, and for 
their kindly interest in giving instructive education to 
the children in this respect. 


ST. NICHOLAS (BRANCH) HOSPITAL. 


The average number of children resident (32.17) at 
this valuable Branch Hospital, near the Thanet coast, 
was slightly higher than in 1934, smaller numbers in the 
early part of the year being compensated by a larger 
average of patients during the summer months. 


Whilst the average cost per week of £1 10s. 104d. 
showed little change, an unavoidable increase of £115 in 
expenditure, combined with a reduction of about £40 in 
income, resulted in the ,deficit:.on the year’s «working 
(which is a charge upon the General Funds of the parent 
Hospital at Chelsea) rising from £958 to £1,146. 


“Pound Day” at St. Nicholas was held on September 
14th, as a result of which £11 15s. Od. was received in 
cash, and some 300lbs. of household goods in addition 
to one ton of coal given by Messrs. Honeyball & Son. 


Yotr Committee express thanks to Mr. Edward 
Evenden (whose little girl was a patient in the Hospital) 
for his valuable assistance in influencing a much ap- 
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preciated gift of £50 from the Executors of the late Mr. 
Alfred Charles de Rothchild. 


Mrs. W. Boyle Norcott again kindly organised the 
arrangements for local collections on “Alexandra Day” 
in respect of which a very welcome grant of £24 18s.

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RHEUMATISM RESEARCH FUND. 


FIRST REPORT OF INVESTIGATIONS (1935). 


Durinc the period from January to September, 1935, a series 
of experiments was conducted by Dr. G. H. Newns into the 
causation of rheumatism. Previous work at Cheyne Hospital 
and elsewhere had shown that first attacks of rheumatic heart 
disease and also relapses were very likely to take place at an 
interval of about ten days to three weeks after an acute sore 
throat. Bacteriological examination of the throats had already 
shown that they were caused by infection with a haemolytic 
streptococcus, and the link that was missing in the explanation 
of rheumatic heart disease lay in showing how a streptococcal 
throat infection could, after an interval, produce rheumatic heart 
disease. There were two reasons which seemed to indicate that 
the germ did not travel round from the throat to the heart and 
there implant itself and produce the disease ; the first was that 
the germ could never be discovered in the blood, which would 
be its only means of conveyance, and secondly that in fatal cases, 
bacteriological examination of the heart did not reveal’ living 
streptococci. 


Dr. Newns therefore, worked on another hypothesis, namely 
that the germs might be killed in the throat and that poisons let 
loose from their dead bodies might circulate into the blood stream 
and cause injury to the heart. So far-no way has been found 
to estimate the amount of streptococcal poison in the blood, for 
there are no chemical methods to identify the poison, and if 
there were, it is probable that the poison would be present in 
such traces that it would not be practicable to estimate it by 
chemical means. 


A further series of investigations on other lines was under- 
taken, but unfortunately after nine months of really diligent 
work, Dr. Newns had to resign his appointment as Research 
Worker when he became Registrar at the Hospital for Sick 
Ghildren-Great Ormond Street. His successor, Dr. Philip Evans, 
is however following on the work of Dr. Newns, utilising the 
negative results of the first set of experiments as an indication 
of the different channels along which this most difficult of all 
subjects can be approached.

HEY NE, “TiOSPITAL was established Vin “1875 ‘for 

the reception of Children suffering from Chronic and 

{ncurable Disease, and who are on that account ineligible for 
or discharged from General Hospitals. 

In this respect it may be said that the work of Cheyne 
Hospital begins where that of the General Hospitals ceases, 
but so successful has this work become that the word 
‘““Incurable” was deleted in 1920 from the title of the 
Hospital where it once appeared. 

Although many of the patients are beyond hope of ultimate 
recovery, it is found that medical skill and careful nursing, 
together with good food and ventilation, which often cannot be 
obtained in the homes of the poor, will always greatly alle- 
viate suffering; while some cases can be successfully treated, 
which, requiring for their cure a longer time than can be 
spared to them in General Hospitals, receive here continuous 
care for an indefinite period. Over 85 per cent. of the 
patients treated have been discharged in a cured or 
relieved condition. 


NOTE. 


The Committee of Cheyne Hospital desire to state that, owing 
to the special character of this Institution, it is not considered 
advisable to give “Letters of Recommendation” to those who 
kindly contribute. Such Letters are of little value, unless they carry 
a reasonable probability of early admission or relief; indeed they 
are useless, because they would appear to give a promise which 
could not be fulfilled, and would thus lead to disappointment 
and misunderstanding. As the main object of Cheyne Hospital 
is to undertake the care and treatment of cases of deep-seated or 
incurable disease, which General Hospitals do not accept, and to 
keep them for lengthy periods, it will be obvious that changes are 
slow and vacancies fewer than in most Hospitals. The average 
length of Patients’ stay in the Hospital is nearly six months, 
while many of the children remain for longer periods. Subscribers 
are invited to write in reference to any case in which they may 
be interested, to the Secretary, who will, should it appear prima 
facie eligible, forward a copy of Form of Medical Certificate 
on return of which duly filled in, the child’s name will be 
added to the list for examination and admission when vacancies 
arise, and in accordance with the privileges of Donors and Sub- 
scribers (see pp. 26-27). More than this cannot satisfactorily be 
promised, and the Committee feel it due to their many and gene- 
rous friends to make their position in this matter clear, 
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RULES FOR THE ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


1—Children eligible for admission are those who have been 
rejected or discharged from a General Hospital, or who are 
considered to be unsuitable for treatment in such Hospitals. 

2—Cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, Epilepsy, Hydrocephalus, 
Mental derangement or deficiency, all infectious cases, and Cripples 
not requiring Surgical Treatment, are not eligible. 

3—Age Limits.—Children eligible are those between 3 and 13 
years of age (1e, up to the 14th birthday), those recommended 
by Governors or Subscribers taking precedence. Patients are 
not retained after the age of sixteen, except by special sanction. 

4—The payment of Seven Shillings a week (a very small pro- 
portion of the actual cost) is required from the Parents or Friends 
of the Patients.* 

The Guarantor will also be responsible for the cost of such 
Surgical Appliances or Splints as may be ordered for the patient 
by the Medical Officer. 

5—Forms of Medical Certificate and Guarantee (to be obtained 
from the Secretary) must be duly filled in and signed by a 
qualified Medical Practitioner and responsible Guarantor re- 
spectively, and returned to the Secretary of the Hospital prior to 
admission. 

The Guarantor should be a householder (or the wife of a 
householder) rated at £40 or more per annum. Unless the 
parents make regular weekly payments at the Hospital, the 
Guarantor is requested to arrange to receive the contributions 
and remit the maintenance charge quarterly. 

6—The Committee reserve power to refuse the name of any 
Guarantor without reason assigned, or to require a Guarantor to 
furnish references for the necessary security to their satisfaction. 

7—No Guarantee shall be withdrawn without one month’s 
previous notice in writing to the Secretary of the Hospital. 

8—Applicants for admission may be required to be brought io 
the Hospital for Medical examination before they can be admitted. 

9—The expenses of admission and removal must be defrayed 
by the parents or friends of the child. Any child who has been 
admitted to the Hospital, but who subsequently proves unsuitable 
from any cause, may be discharged upon three days’ notice, sent 
by post to the last furnished address of the parent or guardian. 

10—A Medically Signed Report certifying the Negative Result 
of the examination of swabs taken from both the nose and the 
throat of the child within four days of admission, also a certificate 
that the patient has not been suffering from any infectious disease, 
nor been exposed to infection, must be signed by a responsible 
person cognisant of the facts, and brought with the child on 
admission. 

11—Any alteration in the address of the patient while awaiting 
admission or in Hospital should be at once notified to the 
Secretary. 


* Certain Free and Assisted Cots have been founded for specially necessitous cases. 
Applications for vacancies in these Cots must be accompanied by full particulars of 
the circumstances of the family; and it must be borne in mind that the Comnmittee 
have only a limited number of these Cots at their disposal.
